It will not be encournging to lovers 
of law and order to Irarn that the mur 
ders committed 
in the United 
Slates 
during last year numbered 5906, or an 
increase of i 6 i 6 over 1890 and of 3,- 
339 over 1889. 
S o m e of this increa^^e 
16 doubtless due to greater tullness in | 
reporting the daily life of the country ^ 
which the telegraph shows constantly, 
but outside of this the increase is large 
enough to be dispiriting.
